This is a Leffon of Inftruction for 
us, not to judge over-haftily of ‘Things of fuch high Im- 
port; or at leaft not to lag upon Juttice, which is often 
perverted by various Opportunities, gain’d by Length of 
‘Time. The Affair before us was long be,ore it was put in 
Motion, and as long in Agitation; which gave the con- 
tending Parties Time enough, were they io difpos’d, to 
fuborn half the Navy: 1 with I could fay that nothing of 
this Kind was put in Practice.

It is a 
well-wrote, difpaflionate Piece, judicioufly calculated, and 
feems to carry Conviction along with it in every ‘Thing it 
advances. If the Obfervations in it are as true as I appre- 
hend they are, I may venture to pronounce a more profli- 
g—e Sett of W~—n—fles was never produc’d to a C—t 
before ; not only fo very contradictory to one another, but 
each fo ineonfifient with himfelf,; that, in my Opinion, no 
€—-t could form a proper Judgment upon their ‘Telti- 
mony. As it does not appear to me, that any one fingle 
Ww fs among them has given a fair, uniform, con- 
filtent Teftimony, Iam not a little farpriz’d that the C —t 
fhould fuffer fuch glaring Prevarieations to pafs unpunifh’d 
as well as uncenfured: Sure I am; that fach W—n—ffus 
€ould not have efcap’d due Notice in our Courts in We/- 
minfer-Hall, whieh tho’, in thé Language of our martial 
J——ges, are mach inferior to their fublime C—t, yet 
they had done well if they had condefcended to follow their 
Rules and Maxims ; and, inftead of fi'ting through Incon- 
fiftencies for Truth, acquit the Accus’d for Want of Cer- 
tainty, as I apprehend it is ufual in all Cafes where the 
W—n—fies vary, more efpecially where every W—n—fs 
centradifls himfelf. 

But 1am extremely thoek’d to find fo dangerous a Prac- 
tice introduc’d into, and countenanc’d by a C—t of Judica- 
ture, as refleéts the higheft Difhonour upon it, and renders 
the Liberty and Life ot a Subject, not only very precarious, 
but impoffib'e to efcape falling under a Profecution, con 
ducted with Art and Malice: |] mean fuffering the W—t- 
n—fles to retract what they had fclemnly fworn to in the 











fame Cafe before; and were redue'd into Writing. It ar- 
pears they were not only indulg’d in this, but that they 
were call’d upon, and, in my Opinion, encourag’d to it. 
Is it not moft terribly fhocking, that a Witne(s, on hearing 
his former Depofitions read, fhould be permitted, with 
Impunity, to object againit the Truth of it? And is it not 
very itrange, that the proper Officer, authoriz’d to examine 
Witnefles, and {worn to the due Execution of his Office, 
fhould take upon him to expunge, alter, and amend thofe 
Depofitions in open C—t, and in the Prefence of the whole 
B—ch ? Surely "tis an unprecede:ted Example! *Tis againtt 
Law, againit Form, againit T'ruth, and calls aloud for the 
Notice of the Legiflature ! as it is the moft tempting Inlet, 
that can poffibly offer to the Wiles of Subornation, and 
the high Road to P—j—y. A Gehtleman of the Law, on 
whofe Veracity I can depend, who is now writing the 
Hitlory of Wefminjier-Hall during his own Time, fur 

nifh’'d me with a Cafe, fomething parrallel to this, that 
happen’d in one of our Supreme Courts of Juftice, not niin) 

Years fince: A Fellow, having made an Affidavit tothe 
Trath of certain Accounts which he had fettled and aticiled, 
a noted Suborner, well known in the Zemp/e, drew him in 
afterwards to make another Affidavit to contradict his firtt: 
They were both read in C——t, and the Confequence was, 
that the learned Difpenfer of Juttice on the Bench, direed 
this double Affidavit-Man to be profecuted for.Perjury, avd 
recommended it in open C—t to the 4t#——y-G——r—/ 
to fec it done. What was the Iffue of the Affir is not 
material to my Purpofe: ’Tis fufficient that 1 fhow that 
felf-contradiGtory Evidence has been difcountenane’d, and 
directed to be punith’d. Had the C— M—~ thought fit to 
have dealt thus, by the firft contradi@ing W—n—{s that 
appear’d before them, a long Scene of Tniquity had been 
prevented, Truth had appear'd, and confequently the 
A / acquitted by the C—t, aswell as by the gene- 
ral Voice of the whole Nation. 

The #4. / has treated this Affair fo well himfelf, 
that it would be doing him and the Public Injuitice to 
make Ufe of any other Words than his own, which are fo 
very clear and pertinent, that I cannot refitt the Itnpulte | 
am under of quoting them. 








' Having now gone through the Examinatiott of the 
Witnefles in my Detence, I fhall defire the Permiflion of 
the .Court; firtt, to lay before them fome Objeétions to, 
and Obfervatioris upon, the Evidence that has becn offered, 
on Behalf of the Crown; in Support of this Profecution 
againft me ; ahd miuft take the Liberty to fubmit to the 
Court, whether they ought not, in futhming up of the 
Evidence, wholly to lay afide all and every the written 
Depofitions of the Witneffes for the Crowa, which have 
been produced and read to the Court; and not allow 
them to be admitted or reteived as legal Evidence, for the 
following Reafons, viz. ; ; 

1. lor that, by the conftant Ufage atid Praftlce of Natal 
Courts-Martial, the Jadge-Advocate, or his Deputy law- 
fully appointed; have the fole Authority to take, from the 
Witneffs for the Crown, an Account of the f{cvetal Faéts 
which they know relating to the Charge againit the Perfon 
to be tried ; and thereupon to prepare their Depofitions 
previous to their Examination in Court } and no other Per 
fon can legally interrogate the Witnefles, or prepare their 
Depofitions, or any wile interfere therein $ the Judge-Advo- 
cates having always been confidered, from the Dugy of his 
Office, as an impattial Examiner between the Crown and 
the Accufed. 

2. That it manifeftly appears to this Court, by the De. 
claration of feveral of the Witnefles themfelves, that they 
were not previoufly examined ; nor were their Depofitions, 
which have been produced and read as Evidence againft me 
on this Trial, drawn or prepated by the Judge-Advocate, 
or his Deputy ; but by Mr. Leffock, and his private Agents, 
(Perfons not authorized for that Purpofe by any Office or 











Employment, and confequently not bound, by any par 
ticular Duty, toobferve or adhere to chat Impartiality, in 
the Examination of the Witnefles, which is Qrittly incum- 
bent on, ant therefore reafonably to be expeCed trom, the 
Officer whofe peculiar Province it is to take tach Examina- 
tions): And it further appears, ‘That thefe Depofitions were 
not formed from the plain uninilructed Relation of the 
Fads given by the Witnefles themfelves to the Examiner 
(the oy Method I ever before knew practied for taking 
the FXaminations ‘of Witnefles previous to a Court-Mar- 
tial) ; but were framed from the Aniwers ot the Witnefles 
to a great Number of written Interrogatories, arttully pre- 
pared to lead only to fuch Faéts, as were thought to tend 
to fupport and anfwer the Purpote of the particulir Perton, 
by whom thefe unauthorized Examiners were employed ; 
who, doubtlefs, thought themfelves at Liberty, not only 
to adapt their Quetlions to the Intentions of their Principal, 
bat alio, when they had obtained all the Information they 
could thus extract from the Witneffes, to retain only fo 
much of it, in the Depofitions, as appeared to them mott 
likely to attain that End which they were appointed to 
ferve. 

Another Thing, not unworthy of the Obfervation of the 
Court, is, ‘That it appears ghefe Witnefles were not ex- 
amined feperately, but many of them together at the fame 
time, and allowed to hear and obferve what each other faid 
(a Practice unknown to any Court of Judicature, in Cates 
where the Examinations of the Witnetles are reduced into 
Writing !) by which means they were led on and encouraged 
to unite in one concurrent ‘Teftimony, ant to form one 
general Battery of Evidence, in Support of the Profecution, 
almoft in the very Words of the Charge, placing their 
Security from being detected, in the gteat Number of them 
thus agreeing, not only itt Subllance, but in the particuknr 
Matters inferted in their Depofitions, however improbab'e 
it might appear, that fo rhany dillinét ‘Pranfadsions; a: are 
f-t forth in the Depotitions, fhould fall fo exaétiy alike;

The States of Sweden have declared folemnly to the 
Prince Succeffor, «* That as they are now aftembled for the 
firit Time fince the Arrival of his Royal Highnefs, and 


, the happy Birth of Prince Guttavus, they have ultimayely 


refol¥ved, as well for their abfent Countrymen as them- 

felves, that having of their own Free-will, cleéted the 
Prince-Royal and his Male-Defcendants to ~be Succeffors-- 
to the ‘Throne. of Sweden, they perfifted, independantly 

of the Oath they had taken, in the Defign of maintain- 

ing and defending his Royal Highnefs with their Fortune. 
and Blood, repofing themfelves on the Divine Protection.” 

This Refolution is {aid to Itave beed taken upon a Propofal 
made by the Grand Depvtation, in order to deftroy thed 
Report, which had been fpread by il! defigning People,. 
that there wz a Party formed inthe Kingdom, f{upported: 
by a Foreign Power, to deprive the Prince Royal of the 

Succefhion to which he has been eleéicd. 

The French King, in order to add to the Ceremony of 
receiving the new Dauphine‘s, has ordered a Bridge of 
Boats to be laid over the Seine,-near Choifi, for her Paf- 
age. =a 

In the Relation which the Marquis de Botta fent to the 
Council of War at Vienna, upon the Breaking out of the 
Infurre&tion at Genoa, he told them, among other Things, 
‘© That ever fince the 25 th of November he had perceived 
fome very unfavourable Difpofitions in the Inhabitants ;. 
that he had thought it acceffary, on that Occafion, to 
take Pofleifion of Fort fah Remigno; and that the evil 
Intentions of the People having afterwards appeared 
more clearly, he had found it proper not only to rein- 
force the Guards near the City Gates, but had alfo re~ 
quired the Republic to fend him its priacipal Officers,. 
to engage by Oath, that they would not act, direAly, 
or indireétly, againft the Intereft of her Imperial Ma-: 
jefy.” 

Mr. Keene, the Britifh Minifter at Lifbon, makes # 
great igure there, and is frequent'Affemblies of the chief 
Portuguete Nobility: But'nothing is yet known there’con- 
cerning the State of Things at Madrid, only that the Cou~

An Account of the Invafion of Naples by the Allies under 
Count Thaun ; and of that of Provence under the Duke of: 
Savoy and Prince Eugene, affified by the Englife Fleet, 
under the Command of Sir Cloudefly Sbavel. 

N inthe Year 1707 the Queen of Great-Britain, the 

States General, and the Duke cf Savoy, form’d the 
Project of invading Provence, in order to take or deftroy 
Joulon and Marieilles ;. which fatal Blow to the Maritime 
Power of i*rance Would have been of infinite Advantage to- 
Great-Britsin and Holland, by fecuring and enlarging, 
their Trade ; and to the whole Confederacy, by depriving 
the Frenci: ot Means to carry on their profitable Commerce 
to the Wett-Indics, which, alone enabled them to profecute 
the War. 

But the Court of Vienna, upon Views of private Ad- 
vantage, . Jaid the Defign of reducing the Kindom cf Na- 
ples which, as it tended to divide the Confederate Army, 
in Italy, in great Meafure clafh’d with the other, and was 
therefore ftrongly oppo:’d by Great-Britain and Holland. 
Their Reprefentation having prov’d ineffectual, the Court 
of Vienna infitting, that the Vorces of the Allies were fuf- 
ficient to carry on both thofe inierprizes at once ; Count. 
Thaun, with a fmall Body of Imperialifts, march’d inta 
the Kingdom of Naples, and, being feconded by the Affec- 
tions of the Paople, whom Cardinal Grimani had before 
prepared to fhake off the French Yoke, made an entire: 
Conqueft of that Country, firil by the Surrender of the 
Capital City, then of Capua and Pefcara, and, at latt,. 
by lorming the important Fortrefs of Gaeta. Thefe were 
ftillthe Fraits of the Glorious Vitory of ‘Turin, by whicis 
France loft the vaft Expences and Labours af Six Cam- 
paigns. 

The other Expedition, tho’ as well concerted, and as 
little either forefeen or provided againtt by the Enemy, yet 
met not with equal Succefs, ‘The Duke of Savoy and 
Prince Eugene, by their Marches and Counter-marches, as 
if they intended to bend their victorious Arms either againtt 
Dauphiny or Savoy, conceal’d their true Defign againtt 
Provence; and then on a fudden, aflembling a!l their 
Forces, pafs’d the Col de Tende, and, by the Afiftance of 
the Confederate Fleet, under the Command of Admiral 
Shovel, forc’d the Intrenchments on the Var, and went 
over that River the 11th of July. They march’d towards 


Toulon with all that Speed, which the Want of Maga- 
zines, the Heats of aSouthern Climate, the Nature of the 
Ground, and other Difficulties, in an Enemy’s Country, 
would allow : But totheir Surprize, upon their Arrival at 


, la Valotte, the 16th, they found the French had recaver’d 
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firft Miftake, by their unfarallell’d Diligence and Ac- 
y ; and had not only repair’d the Fortifications of the 
“e, but pofted 40 Battalions either in the Town, or in 
adjacent Hills of difficult Accefs, and defended befides 
{trong Entrenchments. 

jpon a View of the Enemy, the Confederate Generals 
hated, Whether they fhould attack them before they re- 
ved other Reinforcements ? Prince Eugene was tor the 
irmative: But all the reft judging, that the Enemy 
ve already too numerous, and too itrongly intrench’d to 
aflaulted, without infinite Hazard, it was thought more 
vifeable to drive them from fome of their advanc’d 
pits, and erect Batteries there, in order to make their 


amp, that cover'd the Town, toohotforthem. Accor- 
ngly, the Hillof St Catherine was attack’d and carried 


e 30th of July: But the Batteries of the Allics did not 
niwer their Expectation, and the Enemy retook that Poft 
he 15th of Augult, notwithitanding the vigorous Refiftance 
» the brave Prince of Saxe-Gotha, who was kill’d in that 
jot Engagement. : 

By this Time, the French having received farther Rein- 
orcements of Horle and Foot, the Confederate Generals 
ere oblig’d to content themfelves only with bombarding 
Toulon; and in-order to do it cff.dually, they attack’d 

ort St. Margaret, Fort St. Louis, and the Great ‘Tower, 
hat hinder’d the Fleet’s approaching the Harbour. Fort 
St. Margaret furrendered the 15th of Auguft at Difcretion. 
The fame Night the Allies began to bombard the Place and 
the Harbour on the Land-fide; and Fort St. Lewis having 
been abandon’d on the 18th, the Bomb Veflels advane’d 
as near as poflible the zit, and bombarded the Town and 
Shipping tll the next Night, with fo good Succefs, thata 
yait Number of Houtes were confumed 5 feveral Magazines 
blown up; and eight Men of War burnt, or made unfit 





for Service. ‘The Duke of Savoy having then caus’d all 
the Sick and Wounded to be thipp’d off, left the Camp at 
Ja Vallette, the Night between the 21ft and 22d, and re- 
treated in very good Order, by the fame Way he came, 
without being infulted by the Enemy ; and beiiig return’d 
into Piedmont, concluded the Campaign on that Side, with 
the Recovery of his important Place of Suza, which the 
French had left unprovided ; whereby he fhut up that Inlet 
into his Dothinions to the French, and open’d himfeli a 
free Entrance, either into Dauphiny or Savoy. 

Thus ended the Expedition into Provence, which fruck 
a greater ‘Terror throughout all France, than had been 
then known, during the whole long Reignof Lewis XIV ; 
and which had not fail’d of Succefs, had the Duke of 
Savoy been able to reach Toulon before the Frenth Rein- 
forcements arrived there ; or had his Royal Highnefs had 


§ a fufficient Number of Forces to attack the French Army, 


immediately upor his Arrival. However, befides the 
great Damage the French recciv’d in .their Shipping; the 
jurning of near one Half of the Eloufes in ‘lonlon, and 
the Devatftations committed in Provence ; this Enter- 
prize brought this farther Advantage to the Allies, that 
it gave a great Diverfion to their Enemy’s Forces ; where- 
by their Army in Germany was weakened ; the Duke of 
Orleans’s Progrefs after the Battle of Almanza, retarded 
in Spain ; the Succouring of Naples prevented ; ard the 
Conquett ef the Allics in Italy fecured. Wherefore the 
Confederates would -have had no Reafon -to think their 
Expences in that I'xpeJition ill bettow’d, if Admiral Sho- 
vel, who hada principa' Share in it, and acquitted himéclf 
{> glorioufly of his ‘Trait, had not perithed in his Return 
from thence, with three of his beft Ships : Which fatal 
Accident determined the greater Lofs ¢o have been on the 
Side of Great Britain
